Demnndtng a rolao from $2.60 to 
12.85^ a hundred pounds ot milk, farm- 
era picketing the highways loading 
to country receiving plants In Lake 
county, Wednesday dumped ,4,0(X» 
pounds of milk Into the snow. Dairy- 
men were stopped to the road, and 
the cans of milk wore poured out by 
the striking milkmen. 

Tho milk WHS being taken to tho 
Bowman plant in Gurnee, and to two 
Waukegau dairies. Fifty fnrmora 
started to picket the Bowman plant, 
day and night, at 5 o'clock yesterday 
morning. Approxhnately 25.000 
'pounds of milk Is usually delivered 
at the plant each day, but none was 
delivered Wednesdny. 

One Anlloch man. Elmer Giistnfson, 
was among the seven dalr>*men who 
were stopped by the pickets a quar- 
ter of a mile from tho plant, and a 
total of 2,600 pounds of milk was 
destroyed. The other six farmers 
who lost the milk arc William Pratt 
and Peter Chrlstensen, Grayalako ; 
William Hogan, G. M. Lahoy. D. M. 
Young, and Thomas Wllloughby, 
Wadsworth. 

Paul Uerry. a collector of milk 
for tho Calahan Dairy compauy of 
Waukegan. was stopped by ten men 
near Gurnee yeaterduy morning. Tho 
plcketers, who were said to bo 
recognized as farmer members of thq

SKEET— THAT'S IT 
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"Skeet," a now shooting game for 
which shotguns are used, Is sweeping 
the country at a rate which bids fair 
to mako It one of the most popular of 
American sports among tho five mil- 
lion owners of firearms for hunting 
purposes. Already tho sport has 
taken a firm hold In tho East, where 
several hundred Skoet clubs are lo- 
cated. The popularity of the game Is 
extending itself at an aniazIn&,rato 
among western sportsmen. 

While traps aro used for throwing 
tho tnrgots. 'Skeot Is essentially dif- 
ferent from trapshootlng because ot 
tho fact that tho newer sport closely 
stimulates gunning for upland birds, 
wild ducks aild other wlngod game.

But how 
many of my readers know of the con- 
viencf of using cannetl pumpkin for 
this delectable without prcllinlmry 
trouble of aci*aplng out the pumpkin 
and boiling and mashing It. Here Id 
the recipe: 

Mix two cups of canned pumpkin 
with one and onetilghth cups of 
sugar, one toaapoon salt.ono and one- 
holf teaspoons gingor and one tea- 
spoon cinnamon. Beat three egB- 
whit£8 stiffly and fold In Turn Into 
a pie plate lined wtih pastrj* and 
bake In a moderate oven, but be sure 
to have enough heat at flrat to sot 
the cniat The pie Is done when an 
Inserted kuife comes out clean. It 
takes flfteon minutes to bake nt 450 
degrees and about thirty minutes, or 
until set. at 325 degrees. This roclpe 
makes one largo pie. 

Or Try These Tarts 
Hore is another, recipe for Harvest 
Pumpkin Tarts: 

Mix one cup of brown sugar, a fow 
grains of salt, two teaspoons cinna- 
mon, one-half teaspoon nutmeg and 
one-halt teaspoon ginger with ono cup 
of canned pumpkin. Add two beaten 
eggs and two tups evaporated milk, 
and pour Into tart tins lined with 
pastry. Bake like any custard pie, 
having oven hot at llral. then mod- 
erate. This roeipe will make from 
from tlfleen to twenty tarl.s.

Kankakee, who has hold the offlcc 
for eight years. Their parting came 
nt the end of the exerclsoR. after the 
retiring governor had wished his suc- 
cessor good luck and prosperity for 
tho state. 

Tho seating and standing room of 
the arsenal was taxed to capacity 
and thousands who lost their battle 
for admission stood outside and hoard 
the Inaugural message of Governor 
Emmerson. 

The ceremony was elaborate in the 
extreme. It began with the civic and 
military parade from tho exocutlvo 
xnanslon to the state arsenal. . Gov- 
ernor Emmerson and other state of- 
flclals were Inducted Into offlcc be- 
ginning at noon, with Speaker David 
E. Shanahan of the house of repre- 
sentatives presiding. Then came a, 
dinner for Mr. Emmerson by the of- 
flcers of the Illinois national guard, 
the brilliant recoptldn at tho man- 
sion In the evening followed by tho 
Inaugural ball aC the state arsenal In 
the evening, under the auspices fo 
the Hamilton club ot Chicago. Social 
and offlchil Illinois were reprosoiUcd 
at all of the events. 

Arsenal Filled 
Tho crowd began to gather for the 
Inaugural cerentouy at 9 o'clock. 
Thousands mado tho trip In automo- 
biles, only to arrive In Sprlngflold in 
a heavy snowfall. They went to tho 
arsenal. Those who had tickets were 
admitted while hundreds were turned 
away from the big event in lUlnoIa 
history. 

Unien the Inaugural party reached 
the arosnal. the house and senate 
were In joint session with Speaker 
Shanahan presiding. There jvas

Snow— and hds of It— In Antloch 
this week, has brought to mind 
many of the old slolghing parlies— 
parties that made Jlnglo noils and 
many famous old songs popular. 

Mrs. Addle Williams sends the fol- 
lowing clipping to the Nowa offlcc. 
Mrs. Williams saya: 

"Only those who have known tho 
thrilling pleasure of ' an old-fashioned 
fllelghrlde can thoroughly appreciate 
the account of tho sleighing contest 
held many years ago In northern 
Ohio," Hut tho article will be Inter- 
lUR Co everyone. It toIIowB: 

This Is a historical account of tho 
great comiwtlng slolghrldos of the 
winter ot 1855 and ISOC of Summit. 
Cuyahoga and Medina counties, Ohio. 
The, event at the time created great 
Interest, not only the leading news- 
papers In our country giving full ac- 
counts, but those of Europe. The 
London Times chronicled It atrone 
of the greatest novelties In the line 
of amusement the Westorn Yankees 
had orlglmitd. 

IJuring tho Winter of 1855 and 1S5G 
there wore about 100 days of con- 
tinuous sleighing throughout North- 
ern Ohio. In February tho people of 
Solon township, Cuyahoga county, or* 
ganlzed a slelghrldo conelstlng of 
seven four-horse teamSj and drove to 
Akron, Summit county. It seems 
that tiiero had already been sovera! 
smaller 'l)arlle8 there from Medina 
and several other counties, and It was 
understood that tho Solon party in- 
tended to ocllpao any previous party, 
for among other decorations used by 
thorn was a small cotton flag (33 by 
5n Inches) painted with the regnlu- 
llon number of stars nad stripes, and 
containing In addition an Invitation 
to take the flag If they could muster 
a larger party. An Akron paper pub- 
lished an ovidently authorized chal- 
lenge to that effect. 

Surrender Flag 
The people of tho township of 
Twinsburg. Summit county, through 
which tho Solon party drove, con- 
cluded that they could easily capture 
the (lag. and mnstored 14 four-horse 
teams and went to Solon. Tho flag 
was gracefully Kurrendereil to them 
and carried to Twinsburg. The poo- 
pie of Royalloa. Cuyahoga County, 
concluded that the flag nuisl come 
back to their county. Thoy rallied 3S 
four-horse teams and appeared at 
Twinsburg, when the flag was duly 
Hurrondered to thom. 

The matter now became a county 
affair; Cuyahoga. Summit and Medina 
enioring into the competition. The 
competing delegation met at Itlch- 
flelU. Summit County (.which adjolms, 
both Cuyha^a and Medina cuuntii-ni 
on March 14. 1856. Medina had Ml 
ifour-horse teams, Cuyahoga had 151, 
and Summit 174; In all 4GC four-horse 
teams and sleighs, each containing uu 



average of 14 persona; total 0,5:!4 
and 1.861 borseii. In addition to 
thoHo there was a largo number of 
single sIolghA^ with their loads, which 
did not enter Into the count. In 
each party were a number of brass 
bands, for In those days nearly every 
township In that part ot the reserve 
had a brasa band. Of courso Summit 
captured tho flag and took it to 
Akron. i 

Big Celebr;j)tIon 

Ah tho competition had been most- 
ly between Cuyahoga and Summit 
counties, tho Medina delegation upon 
their return trip decided that tho cor- 
rect thing would bo to have tho flag 
romoved to Medina county, and four 
days later (March IS, 1856) they ap- 
peared at Akron aboiit noon with 182 
four-horso feams and one team of four 
mules. T^hey carried a great number 
of banners and devices, and ,were nc- 
oompanted by. numerous bauds. 

,They wore received by tho citizens 
of Akron with extravagant domon- 
atratlouB, Including tho ringing of 
bellB, nrlng of canuona and uproar- 
ious cheers.' Word was passed back 
from tho hvtu] of tho lino to tho last 
load, which commenced cheering, and 
tho cheers came swelling back up the 
lino, and were Inkon up by tho rapid- 
ly congregating cltlxena until tho 
town was In one deafening roar of 
huihan voices. The flag was presont- 
cd to the delegation by President 
Pierce of Hudson college (now West- 
ern Reserve Minlverslty). with ap- 
propriate remarks, which wore re- 
sponded to by Mnj-br Charles E. Bost- 
wlck of Medina, chief marshal of tho 
day. Two songs composed expressly 
for the occasion, were then sung, 
nfter which refrcflhments were serv- 
ed and the delegation returned to 
Medina with tho flag. And this was 
tho ending of what proved to bo one 
of the happiest, most Joyful and at 
tho Nimo time the most heartbreak- 
ing slelghrldes of which history gives 
any record. Ily ^he time wo wore 
ready to start on our return home 
(about 2 p. m.) the sleighing had dis- 
appeared, and wo had bcforo uh a 20- 
mile Jaunt through mud and slush. 
The horses soon became Jaded with 
their heavy loads and tho passengers 
were compelled to gel out and walk- 
Men and women both, were forced to 
walk for miles through tho mud ami 
.slush. Now can you Imagine what n 
sight they were, especially the women 
will) their long dangling skirts trail- 
ing through and mopping up the 
nvnd? it was an awful pight and a 
sad ending of au otherwise Joyful 
day. _

PEACH INDUSTRY KEEP 
TO EXTREME SOUTH 



Urbana, January 17 — With some Il- 
linois peach orchards already plttntt>d 
too far north. It Is probable that 
future plaatlngH should be conllned to 
the extreme southern part of tho 
state, Dr. J. W. Lloyd, In charge of 
fruit and vegetable marketing atucftea 
ut the College of Agriculture, Unl* 
veralty of Illinois, recommended be- 
fore the. opening sessions of the 
thirty-second annual Farm and Homo 
Week at the college. 

Profitable commercial production 
of poaches Is impossible in, those or- 
chards planted too far to the north 
In the state, because of the temper- 
ature hazard, he explained. 

A shift of carlot apple production 
from the Jess favored to the more 
favored parts of the state would be 
another adjustment of economic Im- 
portanco In the fruit grownlg indus- 
lr>-, hu recommended. 

Standardize') gradmg of Illinois 
fruUs"^ and vegetables was hold up by 
Dr. Lloyd as one of the crying needs 
In tho marketing process at the pres- 
ent time. Grade standards have been 
formulated by tho government for 
most of the important fruits and 
vegetJibles, but tho use of these 
standards has not yet been generally 
adopted by Illinois growers, he said. 
"Along with tho consideration of 
standardized grading, tho question of 
the disposition of culls arisesv-* There 
Is considerable tiuestion as to the 
ultimate proIU In the sale of cull ap- 
ples or poifches. When these are sold 
to truck buyers they often are. hauled 
to the city where they nmy compete 
with the higher grades and depress 
the general, price level. In some 
caaoa the manufacture of by-produits 
may offer un out-let for culls, es- 
pecially where such by-products may 
be KolS through a roadside marknt. 
The development of a demand for 
fruit by-products needs attention." 

Taking up the question of roadside 
markets. Dr. Lloyd pointed out that 
there appears to be n demand for 
some standardization and supervis- 
ion of these for the protection both 
of patrons and propreltora. Thus far 
roadside marketing has depended en- 
tirely upon Individual effort but the 
development of the concrete highway 
has entirely changed the situation, 
he i>olntcd out.

pure milk local of Lake county, ap- 
proached Berry In two cars. They 
blocked the highway, stopped tho 
truck, and poured 1,000 pounds of 
milk Into the road. 

In tho northwest part>)t the county 
a farmer with 400 pounds of milk go- 
ing to the A. L. Brhmmund dairy 
plant at Waukegan , was halted by 
strikers. This milk was also destroy- 
ed. 

iThe Callahan, dairy officials ai>- 
pcaled to Col. A. V. Smith, state's at- 
torney of Luke county, and Lawrence 
A. Doollttle, shoriff, for protection. 
The sheriff was asked to put on a 
force of deputies to protect the dairy- 
men In making their deliveries. 
Both Sides Stand Firm 
Both sides In tho price controversy 
refuse to yield. Hoy Davis, president 
of the Waukegan Lake Shore Pure 
Milk association, declared that the 
farmers were determined to continue 
the strike. He said that they were 
desiderate and Intended to win or got 
oni of tho milk producing business. 
Bowman's manager at Gurnee said 
that hfs company would close the 
plant before It would pay S2.85. 

From the pure milk association's 
Chicago headquarters, D. N. Geyer, 
Hold representative, announced that 
two more locals had joined the strike, 
making a total of twenty-live. He 
said that practically all of the local 
organization members were united on 
the strike excepting lliose supplying 
milk to four plants In McHeury coun- 
ty, where Chicago had much trouble 
during the tuberculin testing figlit 
three years ago. 

Bon Gllmore, Bristol, Wisconsin, re- 
ported yesterday that Wieland's Sll- 
verlake plant, owned by Borden, 
would be closed this morning. 
Plan Meeting In Madison 
The Wisconsin council of agricul- 
ture announced that a special meet- 
ing would be held In Madison tomor- 
row to consider the Chicago contro- 
versy. The council Is made up of 
members representing the cheese, 
biitter and cream organizations of hte 
state, the equity, the union, farm bu- 
reaus, and lluld milk organizations. 

A resolution was adopted by the Ill- 
inois Holsteln association at the Mor- 
rison hotel urging the consuming pub- 
lic to demand arbitration of the milk 
price situation. 

In Bristol. Wisconsin, farmers yes- 
terday bought milk from several of 
their nelghhoi-s, paying market prices, 
and then dumping out the milk. * 

Three hundred and fifty farmers of 
Silverlake district mot lost night and 
voiced favor of withdrawing the milk 
supply. A unanimous vote of con- 
fidence In the Pure Milk association 
was given. 



Urbonn, January 17 — Successful 
use of a combined harvesterthrcBher 
to harvest pop corn In Illinois has 
opened up the way to the production 
of this crop on a largo scale In this 
slate, In the opinion of B. I^. Weaver, 
of the horticulture dcpatmont, College 
of Agriculture, University of Illinois. 
The successful trial was made this 
fall on the farm of John L. Taylor, 
near Farmlngdale, about ten miles 
west of Springfield. 

Posslbillllos for profit In tho large- 
scale growing of pop corn are Indicat- 
ed by the fact that average yields of 
2,000 pounds an acre have been re- 
ported while the wholesale price this 
fall was around seven cents a pound, 
Weaver explained. i 

Two varitles, Tom Thumb and i 
Baby Golden, were In the plot, which 
was har%'ested with the combine.! 
However, the season was dry and the 
latter of the two varieties did noti 
produce a large yield. The other j 
variety, Tom Thumb, had been plant- 
ed with a corn planter at tlie rate of 
10 pounds of seed an acre In three ^ 
and one-half foot rows. These rows 
were then straddled, making tho 
drills 21 Inches apart. 1 

A 12-foot combine was used and by 
putting In four rows of concave teeth 
It was a simple matter to shell all 
the corn from the cob. As pop corn 
Is heavy for Its size, It was possible 
to use a lot of wind and ollmlnulo 
practically all of the foreign material 
In the shelled grain. The cobs did 
not break up and the stalks, leaves 
and husks were easily blown out the 
hack of the harvester. 

A long period of wet weather had 
preceded harvest, but a sample of the 
corn taken direct from the grain 
tank contained only II per cent mois- 
ture. This corn popped with prac- 
tically no kernels falling to open. 
This was not surprising, however, 
since the optimum moisture 'content
